From reading reports on the Gar- 
rard county tobacco crop published in 
the daily newapapera recently, one un- 
afipiaintad with the aitaatioa wnald bo 
lad to boHevs that tha enp WM dsathi- 
ed to be a tailure thia year. Such is 
by no means the caae; it is true that 
some of the tobacco already cut is 
short, but this is caused by tbe drought 
causing it to ripen prematurely. This 
early cutting however, comprises but 
a vary small per cent of the eonntya 
crapk and will not offoct tha crop in 
geninnd.

to focus attention on the achieve 
ments of a century of peace. The 
crucial and decisive engagement of 
the War of 1812 was the battle of the 
Thames, fought and won on Canadian 
soli October 5, 1813. The series of 
celebrations, which will be held In 
America will close In Louisville, Octo- 
ber 5, 1913, and Just one hundred 
years from the hour that Col. Richard 
M. Johnston, afterward Vice President 
of the Tnited States, slew the Indian 
chief Tecumseh, President Woodrow 
Wilson will probably be addressing a 
crowd of 100,000 people in LAUisvllle, 
the home of many of the troops who 
fought in the battle of the Thames. 

Kentucky was assigned the closing 
and choice date of the celebration 
because of the distinguished i>art 
played by the Kentuekians in the War 
of 1812. Kentucky began to play her 
part in the generation before the war 
opened, when she sent Gen. (Jeorgf 
Rogers Clark and other Louisville 
soldiers into the hostile wilderness-- 
which they wrested from the French 
and Indians and out of which was aft- 
erward carved the great States of 
Ohio, Indiana, lUiuoia, Wisconsin and 
Michigan. 

Kentucky waS the last state which 
could have benefited from the war, in- 
asmuch as it was brought about chief 
ly by the British impressment of 
American seamen, none of whom 
were Kentuekians, whereas should 
war prevail the unfriendly Indians on 
the frontier of the border states could 
be expected to commit atrocities from 
which Kentucky had already received 
the name "Dark and Bloody Ground." 
However, it was chiefly Henry Clay, in 
the Kentucky Congressional Delega- 
tion that forced President Madiaon to 
declare the second war with Great 
Britain, and Kentucky furnished for- 
ty per cent of ber fighting population 
to go into tbat war, and at tha close 
of tho war oC tks Ustad dead aore 
than aigkty par esat wore tks names 
of Kaataddaas. Ksataeky troops to 
a HMM w«rs ■sssarril at ths Siver 
Raiaia aad agala at ths Irst attack 
on Fort Molts.

Tbe charge 
of tbe Forlorn Hope, about the brief- 
est, most terrible and most heroic at- 
tack narrated in the annals of war- 
fare, consisted exclusively of Ken- 
tucky soldiers wben nineteen of them 
and their twenty horses went down 
to certain death. It was the Ken- 
tucky sharpshooters who are credited 
with having won the battle of New 
Orleans after tbe war had In reality 
closed. 

Kentucky proposes to reproduce 
most of these scenes of the war of 
1812 in the Louisville celebration. Tbe 
battle of tbe Thames will be repro- 
duced on land in Cherokee Park, to- 
pographically situated similar to the 
land on which was fought the battle 
of the Thames, and every detail of 
the sham battle will be as nearly 
historically correct as can be done. 
Louisville will take advantage of her 
magnificent river frontage in order 
to celebrate suitably the battle of 
Lake Erie. Tbe actual battle will be 
depicted in a gorgeous entertainment 
of fireworks and all morning and all 
afternoon preceding the engagement 
there will be boat races, life saving 
feats aad aquatic sports. A historical 
pageant, depleting various scenes of 
tbe war of 1812 will also Include a 
magnificent floral parade, such as 
made LouIstUIo famous a year ago.

union of the Perry family, regardless 
)t kinship. Everybody by the name 
if "Perry" will be invited to this spe- 
:lal entertainment and those who ex- 
pect to attend are requested to notify 
Edwin Perry at the Louisville head- 
quarters. 

Tbe Kentucky Association, which 
has in charge the Louisville celebra- 
tion, has given an order for a quarter 
of a million ancestry certificates to be 
handsomely engaved, and which will 
be filled in and given away as souve- 
nirs to descendants of Kentucky sol- 
diers and sailors of the War of 1812. 

Another entertainment in their hon- 
or will be a mammoth reception, at 
which refreshraeats will be served and 
opportunity provided for public ad- 
dresses. For the few remaining actual 
sons and daughters a banquet wil! be 
given. A great ball will be given in 
tbe First Regiment Armory, whU hSS 
a capacity of 20,000 for them. 

Forty per cent of the white male 
population of Kentucky engaged in tha 
War of 1812, consequently forty per 
I ent of the succeeding generation were 
really sons and daughters of that war, 
and, estimating that one-halt of them 
intermarried with families which did 
not participate in the war, sixty per 
ent of the tliird geneiaiion were 
grandchildren of the war, and in sim- 
ilar manner at least seventy-five per 
cent and probably as high as ninety 
per cent of the fourth and Incoming 
fifth generations are descendants of 
Kentuekians who fought in that war. 

It Is estimated that in the state of 
Kentucky alone one million men, wom- 
en and children are eligible to partici- 
pate In the proposed reunion, and it 
is estimated that another million now 
living outside of KSBtMBky BIB sMgMB 
to participate. 

During the week of the celebration 
In Louisville spectacular free events, 
including features on a mammoth 
scale not heretofore given with any 
American celebration, wilf be provided 
every afternoon and evening. Pilgrim- 
ages to notable historic scenes of in- 
terest may be made in the mornings. 
In addition to tree attractions there 
will be scores of tbe highest priced 
amusement concessions that can be se- 
cured on the .\nierican continent. 

The railroads In a radius of 600 
miles of Louisville have been asked 
to make a rate for the celebration 
week and immediately preceding and 
following that week of one cent a mile. 
Railroads running out of Loulsvillo 
probably will give low rates to other 
points In Kentucky, so that former 
Kentuekians who live a great distance 
can visit their old homes as well as 
attend the l>}uisville celebration. 

Local committees are preparing an 
1812 museum, in which they solicit tbe 
loan of any souvenir or relic of tbe 
\v^ar of 1812, providing the transpop 
tatlon at their expense, and guara» 
teeing that articles loaned for tbe 
week will be returned to owners. This 
museum for the time being will un- 
doubtedly be tbo most ralaabls coUs»

The Tri-eoonty Teachers Institute, 

composed of the counties of Mercer, 
Boyle and Garrard will be held in Dan- 
ville Ky., the week beginning October 
6th. Miss Jennie Higgins, Superin- 
tendent of Schools for Garrard county 
lain receipt of a letter from State 
Sapeiiataadaat, Baikadala Haadett. 
an extract from which we print balow, 
and which will prove of interest to 
Garrard county teachers. 

"I have received so many inquiries 
concerning the Teachers' Institutes, 
that I deem it wise to write you this 
letter. No teacher can count the time 
of the Inatitato when the school and 
the laatitato are aat to begin on the 
same date. The schaal aaaat artaally 
begin and must have been taught for 
one or more full days before you can 
pay the teachers for such teacher the 
State funds, except as stated above. 
No teacher can be alljwed to count 
m tiaw as taught for anything what- 
ever, onapt when the acfaool has been 
regularlT aad legally dismlaasd by the 
County Board of Health or by the Di- 
vision Board of Education on account 
of a contagious disease."
